Nurses next 
major contract 
for province 

After announcing a deal 
with the province’s teach¬ 
ers on Friday, the prov¬ 
ince is now staring down 
contract negotiations with 
Alberta’s Nurses. 

The contract for nurses 
working with Alberta 
Health Services (AHS) will 
expire on March 31, but 
both sides have agreed to 
let it continue until the 
summer, when bargaining 
is set to begin in earnest. 

When announcing 
spending cuts and plans 
for a lean budget Thurs¬ 
day, AHS board chair 
Stephen Lockwood said he 
didn’t want to negotiate 
the upcoming deal in the 
press. 

“It is respectful to the 
people at (United Nurses of 
Alberta) that the negotia¬ 
tions on their contract are 
between our team and 
their negotiation team,” 
Lockwood said. 

United Nurses of 
Alberta President Heather 
Smith said she is not ex¬ 
pecting a deal will be easy. 

“I am not expecting an 
easy round of negotiations 
and perhaps not a speedy 
round of negotiations,” 
Smith said. 

Health Minister Fred 
Horne said he does not 
intend to get involved in 
the negotiations, but there 
are financial limitations 
in place. 

“We’re not providing 
direction to AHS, but the 
budget applies across the 
province, right?” Home 
told Metro. “And the 
clarity that’s there is the 
clarity that there are no 
funds for increases in the 
public sector for the next 
three years.”

District keeping 
track of students 


2020 Cohort. Nearly 
30 per cent of 
students who started 
kindergarten with 
EPSB no longer attend 
a district school

When 5,010 students started 
kindergarten with the Ed¬ 
monton Public School Board 
in 2007, the district decided 


to keep tabs on them. 

“It’s really about making 
sure we’re keeping track of 
how we’re doing in terms of 
meeting the district mission, 
vision and policies,” said 
EPSB Chair Sarah Hoffman. 

The group members, 
who are now in Grade 5 and 
scheduled to graduate from 
high school in 2020, have 
been labelled the Vision 
2020 Cohort. 

Nearly 30 per cent of the 
cohort no longer attends a 
public school in Edmonton, 
according to recent informa¬ 
tion presented to the board 
of trustees. 


While the original 2007 
Vision 2020 Cohort con¬ 
sisted of 5,010 students, as 
of September 2012, 3,596 of 
those students remained. 

Hoffman said it was, “in¬ 
teresting to see how many 
(students) have left in that 
time and how many new stu¬ 
dents have come.” 

“That actually really sur¬ 
prised me,” she said. 

While nearly 30 per cent 
of students who started kin¬ 
dergarten with the district 
in 2007 no longer attend an 
Edmonton Public School, 
many new students have 
joined the district. 


As of Jan. 31, 2013, there 
were 5,798 students enrolled 
in Grade 5 in Edmonton Pub¬ 
lic Schools. 

“There are many students 
who are no longer in that 
original cohort. That’s an in¬ 
teresting piece for looking at 
a district picture over time,” 
said Carolyn Mathew, super¬ 
visor of research and assess¬ 
ment with the EPSB. 

Mathew said the large 
number of students no long¬ 
er with the district is not a 
concern. 

“Looking on the flip side 
is how many students have 
been added,” she said.

Alberta makes case 
for Keystone in 
New York Times ad 

The Alberta government, 
continuing to press its 
case for the Keystone XL 
pipeline, took out an ad in 
Sunday’s New York Times 
newspaper, tying the con¬ 
troversial project to core 
American values and to 
U.S. pride in its military. 

The half-page ad is 
headlined Keystone XL: 

The Choice of Reason. 

It acknowledges the 
validity of environmental 
concerns but stresses the 
$ 7-billion pipeline is about 
much more than that. 

“America’s desire to 
effectively balance strong 
environmental policy, 


clean-technology develop¬ 
ment, energy security and 
plentiful job opportunities 
for the middle class and 
returning war veterans 
mirrors that of the people 
of Alberta,” reads the 
$30,000 ad. 

Stefan Baranslci, a 
spokesman for Premier 
Alison Redford, said the ad 
was taken out to counter a 
New York Times editorial 
that ran a week ago ur¬ 
ging U.S. President Barack 
Obama to reject the 1,800- 
lcm TransCanada line. 

Obama is expected 
to decide on the fate of 
the pipeline in the next 
few months. If approved, 
Keystone XL would take 
oil from Alberta’s oilsands 
through the heart of the 
U.S. Midwest to refineries 
on the Gulf Coast.

Hunger strike. Palestinian 
man accepts confinement 
to Gaza to end protest 


A lawyer for a hunger strik¬ 
ing Palestinian prisoner says 
his client has agreed to end 
his protest under a plea bar¬ 
gain to confine him to the 
Gaza Strip for 10 years. 

Lawyer Jawad Bulous 
said Sunday that Ayman 
Sharawneh, 53, who has been 
refusing food since last July, 
accepted the offer, fearing 
he’d be sent to prison for dec¬ 
ades in a militaiy court hear¬ 
ing this week. 

Sharawneh, a West Bank 


resident who was serving a 
38-year prison sentence for 
participating in militant at¬ 
tacks, was one of hundreds 
of Palestinian prisoners freed 
in 2011 in exchange for an 
Israeli soldier held by Hamas 
militants. 

He was arrested again in 
January 2012 for allegedly 
violating the terms of his re¬ 
lease by making contact with 
Hamas. Israeli officials had no 
immediate comment.

It was one of the most 
extreme cases of vigilan- 
tism in two years of sharp 
deterioration in security fol¬ 
lowing Egypt’s 2011 upris¬ 
ing. The worsening security 


coupled with a police strike 
prompted the attorney gen¬ 
eral’s call for citizen arrests 
last week. 

The scene was emblem¬ 
atic of the chaos that is 


sweeping the country, mired 
in protests over a range of 
social, economic and politic¬ 
al problems and with secur¬ 
ity breaking down to fright¬ 
ening proportions. 

The state-run newspaper 
Ahram reported on its web¬ 
site that the two men were 
dragged in the street. It said 
they were beaten but alive 
before they were hung. 

Witnesses claimed the 


men had kidnapped a girl 
inside the rickshaw, but that 
she escaped unharmed. 

Ahram said police could 
not reach the site of the 
hangings because residents 
had cut off the roads to pro¬ 
test a shortage of diesel fuel. 
Security officials said those 
who tried to help free the 
two men were pushed back 
by the crowd.

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Five arrested in gang rape of tourist in India

Police said they arrested five 
men Sunday in connection 
with the gang rape of a Swiss 
woman who was attacked in 
India while on a cycling vaca¬ 
tion with her husband. 

All five men admitted to the 
attack, which occurred Friday 
night as the woman and her 
husband camped out in a forest 
in the Datia district of Madhya 
Pradesh state, said D. K. Aiya, a 
senior officer. 

Arya said the men, who 
are from nearby villages, were 


arrested in Datia. Police were 
searching for two other men 
believed to have been involved 
in the attack, he said. 

The couple told police that 
the woman had been raped by 
seven or eight men but that it 
was dark and they could not be 
sure of the exact number, Arya 
said. 

The men beat up the hus¬ 
band, tied him to a tree and 
then raped the woman, po¬ 
lice said. They also stole the 
couple’s cellphone, laptop and 


10,000 rupees ($185 US). Police 
said they recovered the laptop 
and phone from one of the 
men who was arrested. 

The woman, 39, was treated 
Saturday at a hospital in the 
nearby city of Gwalior and was 
released that day, police said. 

Prior to the attack, the 
couple had visited the temple 
town of Orchha and were plan¬ 
ning to cycle to Agra to visit 
the Taj Mahal, nearly 210 kilo¬ 
metres away.

Two minors 
found guilty 
in rape case 


Steubenville, Ohio. 

Pair sentenced to at least 
a year in juvenile jail in 
highly scrutinized case 


Two members of a high 
school football team were 
found guilty Sunday of rap¬ 
ing a drunken 16-year-old girl 
in a case that bitterly divided 
an Ohio city and led to accus¬ 
ations of a coverup to protect 
the athletes. 

Steubenville High School 
students Trent Mays and 
Ma’lik Richmond were sen¬ 
tenced to at least a year in 
juvenile jail, capping a case 
that came to light via a bar¬ 
rage of morning-after text 
messages, social media posts 
and online photos and video 
that drew global attention. 
Mays was sentenced to an 
additional year in jail on 
a charge of illegal use of a 
minor in nudity-oriented ma¬ 
terial. 

The length of their sen¬ 
tence beyond the minimum 
will be decided by juvenile 
authorities. 

Mays, 17, and Richmond, 
16, were charged with digit¬ 
ally penetrating the girl, first 
in a car after a party on Aug. 
11 and then in a house. 

The teenage girl testified 
Saturday that she could not 
recall what happened but re¬ 
membered waking up naked 
in a strange house after 
drinking. She said she dis¬ 


covered her phone, earrings, 
shoes and underwear were 
missing. 

In questioning her ac¬ 
count, defence attorneys 
went after her character 
and credibility. Two former 
friends of the girl testified 
that the accuser had a histoiy 
of drinking heavily and was 
known to lie. 

The accuser was photo¬ 
graphed being carried by 
Mays and Richmond, an im¬ 
age that stirred up outrage as 
it spread online. Others have 
testified the photo was a joke 
and the girl was conscious. 

The photo led to allega¬ 
tions that three other boys 
saw something happening 
that night and didn’t try to 
stop it but instead recorded 
it. None were charged, fuel¬ 
ling months of online accusa¬ 
tions of a cover-up to protect 
the football team. 

The teens were granted 
immunity to testify and 
helped incriminate the de¬ 
fendants. 

Prosecutor Marianne 
Hemmeter criticized efforts 
by the hacker collective An¬ 
onymous to publicize the 
case, saying the extra atten¬ 
tion led to a chilling effect 
on those willing to testify. 
Protesters stood outside the 
courthouse Sunday morning, 
some wearing masks. 

Ohio’s attorney general 
said he planned to investi¬ 
gate whether anyone else 
should be charged.

Charest’s successor. 

New Quebec Liberal 
leader wants province 
to sign Constitution 


The new leader of the Que¬ 
bec Liberals says he wants to 
make strengthening the prov¬ 
ince’s place in Canada a prior¬ 
ity for the party. 

Philippe Couillard, who 
was elected by party dele¬ 
gates Sunday at a convention 
in Montreal, said he wants to 
unite Quebecers under the 
Liberal banner, whether they 
choose federalism “out of pas¬ 
sion, or out of reason.” 

“Today a race ends, but to¬ 
day a march begins,” he told 
party delegates following his 
victoiy. “We start the renewal 
of our party.” 

The former health minis¬ 



ter replaces Jean Charest, who 
stepped down after the Liber¬ 
als were defeated by the Parti 
Quebecois in last September’s 
election. 

Couillard served as health 
minister under Charest be¬ 
tween 2003 and 2008 and was 
the presumed front-runner 
from the outset of the leader¬ 
ship campaign. 

He won on the first ballot 
in a landslide with 58.5 per 


cent of the vote. 

Former cabinet minister 
Pierre Moreau finished a sur¬ 
prise second place — better 
than expected — and former 
finance minister Raymond Ba- 
chand finished last. 

As the new head of the 
provincial Liberals, Couillard 
not only must lead the party 
into the next election, which 
could come sooner rather 
than later because the PQ 
only has a minority. 

He also immediately be¬ 
comes a key voice for Can¬ 
adian unity inside Quebec. 

Couillard said during the 
campaign he wanted to go 
beyond economic ties to build 
connections between Quebec 
and Canada. 

He promised to work to¬ 
ward Quebec signing the Can¬ 
adian Constitution, though 
not necessarily any time soon.

Feds seek emergency cleanup of toxic mine 
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Federal officials are scrambling 
to clean up a crumbling, aban¬ 
doned northern gold mine 
that is in imminent danger of 
releasing massive amounts of 
arsenic, asbestos and other tox¬ 
ins. 

“It’s pretty scaiy stuff,” 
said Mark Palmer, senior ad¬ 
viser on Aboriginal Affairs and 
Northern Development’s Giant 
Mine Project, which describes 
a proposed cleanup of collaps¬ 
ing, poison-filled buildings and 
caverns on the shore of Great 
Slave Lake as an emergency re¬ 


sponse. 

“We are worried they are go¬ 
ing to fall down and if that hap¬ 
pens there will be a release.” 

The Giant Mine just outside 
Yellowknife was an economic 
mainstay for 50 years. But its 
gold was locked within ciystals 
of arsenopyrite, and after the 
mine finally closed in 2004, 
about 237,000 tonnes of highly 
toxic, water-soluble arsenic tri¬ 
oxide remained on the site. 

Most of the arsenic was 
blown back underground, 
where huge dust piles of it sit 


in 15 subterranean chambers. 

A $488-milhon plan to 
clean up the site and freeze the 
underground arsenic in place 
— Canada’s biggest environ¬ 
mental cleanup — is before 
northern environmental regu¬ 
lators. But engineering reports 
say the buildings and some of 
the underground caverns have 
deteriorated so badly that the 
cleanup must begin as soon as 
possible to contain various poi¬ 
sons, which also include mer- 
cuiy, cyanide and PCBs.

The Privy Council Office 
micro-managed a media 
event staged by Parks Can¬ 
ada, tiying to erase the ven¬ 
erable agency from a public 
announcement while promo¬ 
ting Stephen ffarper’s Con¬ 
servative government, inter¬ 
nal documents show. 

The incident is a case study 
in communications control 
from the centre, a signal fea¬ 
ture of the Conservatives since 
they came to power in 2006. 

The event was an Oct. 17, 
2011, news conference in Hali¬ 
fax to announce an agreement 
to transform Sable Island, a 
fabled sand crescent 290 kilo¬ 
metres off Nova Scotia, into a 
national park reserve. 

The deal had been meticu¬ 
lously negotiated by Parks 
Canada with the Nova Scotia 
government over the course 
of a year, and proud officials 
wanted a splashy announce¬ 
ment as a way to celebrate 
Parks Canada’s 100th birthday 
in 2011. 

A media event was planned 
months in advance, with En¬ 



vironment Minister Peter Kent 
and Nova Scotia Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter joining Parks Can¬ 
ada officials for speeches and a 
signing ceremony. 

Alas for Parks Canada, the 
carefully wrought plan started 
to unravel days before the 
event when a vetting team at 
the PCO began to pick apart 
the agenda, the news release 
and two background docu¬ 
ments, demanding changes. A 
PCO note said to purge all three 
Parks Canada officials from the 
dais, and to find a politician to 
be the MC.

Canadian Army. Major 
defence cuts expected 
this week: Leaked report 


It seems the only soldiers 
who are safe from the com¬ 
ing budget axe are those who 
parade around Parliament 
Hill in the changing of the 
guard ceremony for tourists 
in the summer, a leaked re¬ 
port suggests. 

Defence spending will be in 
the federal budget crosshairs 
this week as the Canadian 
Army faces another barrage 
of major reductions over and 
above the Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s deficit-fighting strategy 
and program review. 

An army-planning docu¬ 
ment, obtained by The Can¬ 
adian Press, shows that land 
forces are bracing for a further 
eight per cent hit on operating 
and maintenance in the com¬ 
ing fiscal plan, in addition to 
an existing 22 per cent budget 
reduction. 

The latest cuts, estimated 
in the range of $32 million, 
will slice into the army’s abil¬ 
ity to train for operations in the 
jungle, desert and mountains, 
and come on top of $226 mil¬ 
lion in cuts ordered in the gov-

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Two escaped 
convicts arrested 


Quebec. Prisoners 
climbed into a helicopter 
to escape Sunday, were 
found hours later 


A dramatic daylight jailbrealc 
involving two Quebec inmates 
climbing a rope into a hov¬ 
ering helicopter swiftly escal¬ 
ated into a large police oper¬ 
ation on Sunday that saw both 
men tracked down hours after 
they fled. 

Just before 8:30 p.m., police 
confirmed they had arrested 
Benjamin Hudon-Barbeau and 
two other suspects. 

An hour later, police said 
they had found the second es¬ 
capee, Danny Provencal, and 
set up a perimeter around the 
area where he was found. 

Much of the action took 
place in Chertsey, Que., about 
50 kilometres north of the 
Saint-Jerome jail from where 
the inmates made their escape. 

Police wouldn’t give any

details about how the arrests 
were made or what those who 
had been arrested would be 
charged with. 

“They are all being trans¬ 
ported to the nearest police 
station to be questioned by 
the investigators,” said provin¬ 
cial police spokesman Benoit 
Richard. “They will be due in 
court tomorrow morning.” 

Earlier on Sunday, author¬ 
ities had said Hudon-Barbeau, 
36, and Provencal, 33, had 
broken out of the jail by clam¬ 
bering up a rope into a waiting 
helicopter. 

Police tracked down the 
helicopter about 85 kilometres 
away in Mont-Tremblant, but 
only the chopper’s pilot was 


still at the scene. The pilot 
was taken to an area hospital 
where investigators were ex¬ 
pected to speak to him. Police 
said it was too early to know 
what role the pilot had played. 

Hours after the jailbrealc, 
a Montreal radio station, 98.5 
FM, received a call from a man 
claiming to be Hudon-Bar¬ 
beau, who said he was “ready 
to die” as he tried to evade 
police. 

“The way they’re treating 
me in there, it’s unreal,” the 
man told the station. “They 
won’t let me be. They put me 
back in prison for nothing.” 

Authorities did not immedi¬ 
ately speak to the claims made 
in the radio station interview. 

Yves Galarneau, the cor¬ 
rectional services manager 
who oversees the jail said he’d 
never seen anything like the 
dramatic escape in more than 
three decades on the job. 

The jail experienced a mini¬ 
riot by about a dozen prisoners 
a little over a month ago.

U.K. press. Hacking 
victims feel ‘hung out 
to dry,’ Rowling says 


Celebrities like J.K. Rowling and 
Hugh Grant accused the British 
government on Sunday of let¬ 
ting down the victims of media 
intrusion and urged tough new 
measures to rein in Britain’s un¬ 
ruly press. 

Lawmakers are to vote Mon¬ 
day on rival plans for tougher 
controls in the wake of the coun- 
tiy’s phone-hacldng scandal. 
The Conservative-led govern¬ 
ment says it will propose a new 
press watchdog with the power 
to levy fines of up to about $1.5 
million. But hacking victims say 
the regulator must be backed by 
a new law to give it real teeth 
— something Prime Minister

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CITY FALLING DOWN ON THE JOBS 


Sometimes I think if this city were a horse, 
we would shoot it to put it out of its misery. 

Somehow or other we have managed to take a 
thoroughbred with great bloodlines and turn 
it into a nag that can barely pull a cart. 

As the city auditor recently pointed out, 
the growth in the number of civic employees 
has been double that of the population growth 
of the city. More than 1,500 new employees 
were added between 2007 and 2011. 

Apparently we need more than 10,000 civic 
employees to keep this city running like a 
finely-tuned machine. 

If in fact that were the way the city was ac¬ 
tually running, I would have no problem with 
that. But what did all those new employees 
help to improve? 

Is our street-cleaning better? Have all our sidewalks been 
fixed? Is the city’s infrastructure in tiptop shape? Or does 
our city need more and more employees just to maintain its 
mediocre level of service to Edmontonians? 

As the auditor also pointed out, the amount of money 


that is currently being put into salaries will 
begin to create problems with the city’s 
operational budgets. 

My goodness gracious golly gee, things 
could actually get worse than they are now 
when it comes to providing core services? 
That is a truly frightening thought. 

But not to worry, says the city manager; 
the city has managed to eliminate 40,000 
overtime hours. Sounds impressive until 
you do the math. That number is equal to 
about 20 full-time employees. Not much to 
celebrate there. The other question is if 
they could cut 40,000 overtime hours, what 
is the big number? 

I have to ask myself, who actually runs 
this city? 

Apparently it isn’t city council. Its job seems to be to ask 
questions as to why things have been done badly and then 
come up with soothing statements that are meant to make 
the public think the civic house is in order. It isn’t, and the 
evidence of that is just about everywhere you look. 


Ask a civic question

This quote, attributed to 
Gandhi, illustrates the progress 
Canada could make if it took a more 
innovative and humane approach 
to the slaughter of meat animals by 
world standards. 

We are known for peacekeep¬ 
ing, what about the end of life 
treatment of our meat horses?

Horses require special end of life 
management. They are not cows but 


rather are a prey animal and as such 
have heightened awareness. 

Canada needs slaughter plants 
that are set up specifically for horses 
— tough job. Horses smell fear, 
smell blood, hear alarm vocalization 
and will jerk and throw themselves 
around to escape danger. Slaughter¬ 
houses are not quiet.

Saving is really 
worth the effort 
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Determine what you can afford for a new home by running budget scenarios for various mortgage and housing expenses, jupiterimages/comstock/thinkstock 


How much can you afford? 

Budget. Avoid home poverty by determining what 
you can afford when shopping for a mortgage

Picture this — you meet with 
a mortgage broker and after a 
series of questions related to 
your income, assets and lia¬ 
bilities, you are pre-approved 
for a $400,000 mortgage. You 
grin ear to ear because this is 
$100,000 more than you were 
expecting. You race out, pur¬ 
chase a home for your max¬ 
imum limit, and for the next 
three years you can barely af¬ 
ford groceries. You are house 
poor. 

Just because you are pre¬ 
approved for a large mort¬ 
gage doesn’t mean you 
should take it. Avoid home 
poverty by determining what 
you can actually afford. 


Start by running budget 
scenarios for various mort¬ 
gage and housing expens¬ 
es. Compare how a $1,200 
monthly mortgage payment 
combined with $250 in condo 
fees and property taxes af¬ 
fects your bottom line rela¬ 
tive to a $1,400 monthly 
mortgage payment, no condo 
fees, but increased tax and 
utility expenses. 

Once you have a ballpark 
idea of what you can com¬ 
fortably afford each month, 
use online mortgage cal¬ 
culators to determine how 
this translates into a home 
price. Free calculators are 
available at canadamort- 
gage.com, Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation’s 
homebuying tools or from 
any major bank’s website. 


Next, speak with at least 
three mortgage lenders to get 
a mortgage pre-approval — 
competitive offers will save 
you money. 

Mortgage lenders use 
ratios to determine what 
you can afford, which trans¬ 
lates into your pre-approval 
amount. 

Your gross debt service 
ratio, which typically can’t be 
more than 30 to 32 per cent of 
your gross monthly income, 
is comprised of your mort¬ 
gage payment plus house 
insurance plus property tax 
plus heat bill. If you have a 
condo, you must include half 
of the monthly condo fee. 

Your total debt service 
ratio, which can’t be more 
than 40 per cent of your 
gross income, adds your 
other monthly debt obliga¬ 
tions (credit card payments, 
line of credit payments, 
vehicle loans, etc.) to the 
gross debt service ratio. 


Cut unnecessary expenses 


• Home poverty is stress¬ 
ful because there is 
little money left over for 
things like RRSP contri¬ 
butions or fun activities. 
It’s also cited as one of 
the leading causes of 
spousal spats. If you are 
running a negative bank 
balance for more than 
three months because 
of your home, you 
must increase cash flow 
by cutting unneces¬ 
sary expenses, make 
more money, and take 
advantage of available 
government support 
and tax breaks. 


If you are blowing 
through those ratios, you 
will need to pay down your 
existing debt or rethink your 
homebuying expectations. 


Saving a down payment is 
hard work, but it’s worth the 
effort. Home ownership en¬ 
ables you to build equity in 
an asset rather than throwing 
money away in rent. 

Think about how much 
you will need for a down pay¬ 
ment and the impact that sav¬ 
ing will have on your budget 
— yes, you need a budget. 

Using a spreadsheet, list 
all monthly income and sub¬ 
tract expenses. If you are 
broke each month, you will 
have to cut out unnecessaiy 
expenses like iTunes and res¬ 
taurant lunches. Google docs 
offer free budget templates. 

Experts recommend a 20 
per cent down payment of 
the home’s value. But finan¬ 
cial institutions will often 
accept less. In exchange for 
the bank’s extra risk, you pay 
a premium for an insured 
mortgage through the Can¬ 
ada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC). 

There are three approach¬ 
es to saving a down payment: 
First, if you are a first-time 
homebuyer, using the Home 
Buyers’ Plan (HBP); second, 
saving outside the HBP; or 
third, borrowing from family. 

You and your partner can 
borrow up to $25,000 each, 
tax free, from your RRSP 
through the HBP. You will 
have 15 years to repay the 
funds, but there are draw¬ 
backs (see sidebar). 

The best approach to sav¬ 
ing outside the HBP includes 
using accounts that allow 
you to contribute regularly 
(on payday or in lump sums), 
earn interest, aren’t easily 


Drawbacks 


• The Home Buyers’ Plan 
(HBP) has drawbacks. 
First, when you take 
money out of your RRSP, 
you lose the power of 
compounded interest 
and reinvested returns. 
Second, your repayments 
don't benefit from tax 
writeoffs because they 
aren’t new money. Third, 
if you can’t repay the 
minimum, you will be 
taxed on the difference 
between what you still 
owe and what you paid. 


accessible (reduced tempta¬ 
tion), and don’t put your 
funds at risk. The safest 
interest earning accounts 
are high-interest savings ac¬ 
counts, guaranteed invest¬ 
ment certificates, and money 
market mutual funds. 

Saving monthly works 
best when you have a fixed 
budget. Saving in lump sums 
works well when you re¬ 
ceive bonuses, tax reftmds or 
money from other sources. 

If you are borrowing from 
family, sign a written agree¬ 
ment that protects both par¬ 
ties and, hopefully, prevents 
a family feud. 

Besides winning the lot- 
teiy, there is no magical way 
to save for a down payment. 
It takes hard work and frugal 
living. But the act of saving 
helps form healthy financial 
habits, which you will need 
once you are a homeowner.

Those rumours about plans 
for a Trainspotting sequel 
are true, and there’s already 


a draft of the script done, dir¬ 
ector Danny Boyle confirms. 
“These guys who in their ear¬ 
ly 20s as characters took enor¬ 
mous risks with their selves, 
with their bodies — what you 
can ingest, what you get away 
with at that age — what’s it 
like when you hit your 40s, 
when you begin to creak and 
osteoarthritis begins to set 
in?” Boyle says. “I think it will 
be doubly reflective because 
the actors will have aged — 
you’ll be looking at them 20 
years older — the characters 
will be locked, presumably, 
inside their world still in 
Edinburgh in some way, and 


the audience of course will 
also be older. You’ll go, ‘Wow, 
what happen to that 20 years? 
Where did that go?”’ 

Novelist Irvine Welsh 
published a follow-up to the 
original novel in 2002 called 
Porno, though it’s unclear if 
Boyle’s film would have any¬ 
thing to do with that book. 
But original screenwriter and 
frequent Boyle collaborator 
John Hodge is already on 
board. “John will write it,” 
Boyle says. “John’s done an 
early draft. He’s done a kind 
of exploratory draft on it, so 
we’re starting to work on it.” 

But there is one major hur¬ 



dle to the sequel going forward, 
as far as Boyle is concerned, 
and that’s getting original 
stars Ewan McGregor, Jonny 
Lee Miller, Ewen Bremner and 
Robert Carlyle back together. 
“We haven’t (secured anyone 
yet),” Boyle says. “I mean, we 
have to get the script right, be¬ 
cause they will only do it if they 
think the script’s good enough, 
I think. A few of them will 
obviously think, ‘I shouldn’t 
do that. If it’s going to be dis¬ 
appointing, it would be really 
bad.’ And they’ll each make 
their own individual decisions. 
I think we won’t do it unless we 
can get them all.”

Class is back. Actor says

It started out as a goofy little ser¬ 
ies about a community college. 
Four years later, Community 
has lost its leader and guiding 
force as well as one of its stars. 

Nevertheless, if this is the 
last season, for many critics, it 
stands at the top of its class. 

Certainly you won’t get an 
argument about that from two 
of its lead actors, Danny Pudi 
and Alison Brie. The pair were 
in Toronto last month to pro¬ 
mote the fourth season, airing 
Thursday nights at 8 p.m. ET on 
City and NBC. 

Both credit departed creator/ 
show runner Dan Harmon with 
making Community special. 

“I think from the veiy be¬ 
ginning working on this show, 
it just quickly became clear 
that Dan Harmon was going to 
be pushing the boundaries of 
what’s done on network tele¬ 
vision,” said Brie. “And I think 
he did it on a regular basis.” 

Harmon pushed other 
boundaries with NBC execu¬ 
tives, who fired him at the start 
of this season. He was offered a 
role as a consultant but refused 
to be involved if he no longer 
had creative control. 



He was replaced as showrun- 
ner at the start of this season 
by writers David Guarascio and 
Moses Port (who co-created the 
short-lived comedy Aliens in 
America). In November, NBC 
announced that Chevy Chase, 
who had a veiy public falling 
out with Harmon, would also 
leave the series. 

“I think we appreciated 
Dan, and I always will, because 
without Dan there wouldn’t be 
Abed,” says Pudi, who plays the 
study group’s pop culture ob¬ 
sessed film student. 

Still, actors have contracts 
and the show must go on. 

“It was tough because there 
was not a lot of time to grieve,” 
says Pudi. “You were kind of in 
motion with the production

schedule and before you know 
it, you’re six episodes in.” 

Brie says the actors all felt 
more inclined to take more 
ownership of their characters 
this season. 

“We sort of wanted to help 
out the new guys,” she says, 
adding that the cast “spoke our 
minds a little more” and “even 
added jokes in on set more than 
we used to.” 

As for fans who may be nit 
picking over lines and parsing 
jokes post-Harmon, Pudi says 
the series was always evolving, 
even when the original team 
was all still in place. 

“The My Dinner With Andre 
episode wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened — couldn’t have hap¬ 
pened — in Season One,” says 
Pudi. “Paintball couldn’t have 
happened in our pilot. I think 
our show is constantly evolving 


when AMC tightened budgets 
after the first season. Both of 
those shows continued on 
and, in the case of The Walk¬ 
ing Dead, even thrived after 
the departure of their leaders. 

Comedy, however, may 
rely even more heavily on 
a personal vision. When 
Amy Sherman-Palladino left 
Gilmore Girls, that series 
seemed to lose its distinct 
voice and only lasted one 
more season. 


and our characters and their 
world are expanding. We need¬ 
ed all those things to happen 
in order to get to where we are 
now, and the audience is savvy 
enough now to be like, ‘We get 
what your show’s about. It’s self 
reflective.’”

Smash star’s CD doesn’t ease down the Broadway-diva road 


Last week, singer-actress 
Megan Hilty wrapped her 
second, and possibly final, 
season of the TV musical 
Smash. 

But no time for curtain 
calls — a day later she made 
her Carnegie Hall head¬ 
lining debut to a sold-out 
house. She spent this week 
racing around New York, 
getting the word out of her 
first solo album, It Happens 
All the Time, which was re¬ 
leased Tuesday. 

“It’s been a whirlwind,” 
Hilty said with a sigh, speak¬ 
ing by phone from what she 
said was the only quiet spot 
she could find: the lobby of 
Marriott Marquis hotel. 

The Broadway veteran 
doesn’t ease on down the 
well-worn Broadway-diva 
CD-debut road, usually lead¬ 
ing to a set of classic stan¬ 
dards. 


“While I love those al¬ 
bums,” Hilty said, “I wanted 
to do something unexpect¬ 
ed.” 

It Happens All the Time 
began as an album com¬ 
prised of covers of songs pre¬ 
viously recorded by other 
artists.

“I probably 
am,” Hilty said, laughing. “I 
don’t know what to call it 
either.” 

And yet the record is the¬ 
matically consistent. 

“I guess it is a break up 
album, but not a cry-your- 
eyes-out kind of album,” 
Hilty said. “That’s why we

went with It Happens All 
the Time as the title. People 
fall in and out of love all the 
time.” 

The 31-year-old Hilty 
said she is in a relationship, 
though she wouldn’t reveal 
details about her personal 
life, except to add that she 
lives in New York and is the 
proud parent of two Jack Rus¬ 
sell terriers. 

It wasn’t any easier getting 
Hilty to spill spoilers about 
Smash, NBC’s both revered or 
reviled saga of the rocky road 
for a Broadway-bound music¬ 


al. More than one TV-ratings 
analyst has dubbed the show 
Crash as some weeks of the 
series’ second-season viewer- 
ship have marked new all- 
time lows. 

“The feeling on the set, 
from day one, was to work 
as hard as we can, and enjoy 
each other,” Hilty said. “You 
can’t control any of the rest 
of it.

When last we left her

the tour bus.

• What they're really 
doing with this one is 
determining if you're 
forthright and honest 
about your flaws 

• This shows potential 
employers your level of 
self-awareness and emo¬ 
tional intelligence. Give 
honest answers. “Don’t 
say I work too hard,” 
says McNab. “They won't 
buy it. They want proof 
you're human.” 

• One good way to answer 
this question is to pick a 
weakness that you over¬ 
came earlier in your ca¬ 
reer. Be sure to identify 
the positive results that 
happened after you took 
steps to conquer it.

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St-Pierre flirts with 
perfection in Montreal 


UFC. Welterweight 
champ earns eighth 
straight title defence 


The Georges St-Pierre legacy 
grows, with another battered 
body in the UFC welterweight 
champion’s wake. 

The latest victim is Nick 
Diaz, whose bizarre pre-fight 
attempts to get into St-Pierre’s 
head were rewarded by a lop¬ 
sided five-round beating at 
UFC 158 before 20,145 at the 
Bell Centre on Saturday night. 

“He fought the perfect 
fight,” UFC president Dana 
White said of St-Pierre. 

All three judges scored 
it 50-45 for the champion, 
awarding him all five rounds. 

St-Pierre’s 11th straight 
win adds to his glittering 
UFC pedigree. The 31-year- 
old from Montreal has not 
lost in almost six years, since 
UFC 69 in April 2007 (a loss he 
avenged a year later when he 
won his 170-pound title back

St-Pierre (24-2) celebrated his 
eighth straight successful UFC 
title defence, second only to 
middleweight champion An¬ 
derson Silva’s 10. He also tied 
Silva with most championship 
fights wins (11) 

The Canadian also moved 
into second place in most 
championship fights (13). 
And he now holds the UFC 
record for most champion¬ 
ship rounds at 47, surpassing 
Randy (The Natural) Couture’s 
44. 

St-Pierre upped his UFC 
career record of takedowns to 
84, landing nine of 16 against 
Diaz. 


“He does a great job at tak¬ 
ing guys not only out of their 
game plan, but completely out 
of their element,” White said. 

As expected, St-Pierre used 
his wrestling to control the 
chirpy challenger, rag-dolling 
him at times and bullying him 
on the ground. While St-Pierre 
dominated on the ground, he 
did not pass guard as he often 
does. The champion cited 
Diaz’s slippery jiu-jitsu style 
and his own fatigue as the 
fight wore on. Diaz, a talented 
boxer, came into the fight on 
the back of two performances 
in which he landed more than 
100 significant strikes — 105 
in his UFC 143 loss to Carlos 
(The Natural Bom Killer) Con- 
dit and 178 in his UFC 137 win 
over former champion B.J. 
Penn. St-Pierre may not be a 
knockout artist, but he won 
the stand-up game. Stitches 
on Diaz’s left eyebrow and 
lumps around his eyes told 
the tale of a fight in which St- 
Pierre hit him 40 times in the 
head in the first round alone.
